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II.  Introduction  '\ 

Legal  authority  for  some  aspects  of  governance  of  community  colleges  was  given 

the  Board  of  Regents  in  1971  through  revision  of  state  law.  It  was  not  until  after 

the  Constitutional  revision  of  1972,  which  gave  the  Board  of  Regents  more  authority, 

and  the  implementing  legislation  of  the  1973  session,  which  specified  the  appointment 

of  a  Commissioner  of  Higher  Education,  that  any  specific  policies  were  developed 

concerning  community  colleges. 

The  major  statutory  provision  which  delineates  Regents'  responsibility  for 

community  colleges  reads  as  follows: 

75-8103.  Supervision  by  board  of  regents.  Community  college 
districts  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  regents.  The 
regents  shall : 

1)  appoint  a  coordinator  of  community  college  districts 
and  request  legislative  appropriations  for  the  operation 
of  his  office; 

2)  formulate  and  put  into  effect  uniform  policies  as  to 
budgeting,  record  keeping,  and  student  accounting; 

3)  establish  minimum  entrance  requirements  and  approve 
curricular  offerings  for  all  community  colleges; 

4)  direct  each  community  college  district  to  seek  accredi- 
tation from  a  recognized  accrediting  association. 

Other  statutes  outline  the  Regents'  role  in  organizing  new  community  college 
districts.  In  addition,  one  of  the  most  significant  provisions  directs  that  a 
budget,  prepared  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  community  college  district,  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Regents  and,  after  adjustment,  by  the  Board  to  the  "budget 
officer  of  the  state. " 

On  April  8,  1974,  the  Board  of  Regents  promulgated  eight  policies  to  facilitate 
the  governance  of  community  colleges.  These  policies  cover  the  following: 

1 )  curricula 

2)  degree  and  certificate  offerings 

3)  division  of  governance  responsibilities 

4)  presidents,  faculty  and  personnel 

5)  property  and  construction 


6)  students  and  student  fees 

7)  budgeting  and  fiscal  matters 

8)  organization  of  community  college  districts 

III.  Governance 
"This  section  presents  a  brief  review  of  current  policies: 
Item  4-005-R0474,  Curricula,  Montana  Community  Colleges 

Academic  curricula:  all  courses  normally  offered  during  the  first  two  years 
at  four  year-institutions. 

Transferability:  Although  not  addressed  specifically,  the  policy  implies  that 
all  courses  completed  in  the  academic  curricula  at  a  community  college  are 
transferable.  The  policy  does  specify  that  any  transfer  student  who  believes 
he/she  has  completed  a  course  equivalent  to  upper  division  work  shall  have  the 
opportunity  to  challenge  such  courses  at  a  four-year  institution. 
New  course  offerings:  The  policy  directs  that  the  community  college  coordinator 
shall  be  notified  of  all  new  course  offerings.  This  aspect  of  the  policy  has 
never  been  implemented. 

Occupational  programs:  those  vocational -technical  programs  which  appear  in  the 
community  college  catalog. 

Adult  and  continuing  education  programs:  those  courses  funded  by  the  one-mill 
levy  authorized  by  law  for  such  purpose  and/or  by  student  fees  specifically 
assessed  for  such  courses  or  workshops.  The  local  boards  of  trustees  are 
authorized  to  approve  such  course  offerings. 

Curriculum  proposals:  The  guidelines  for  submission  of  proposals  from  community 
colleges  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  units  of  the  Montana  University  System. 
All  new  programs  leading  to  a  degree  or  a  certificate  which  have  not  been  offered 
by  the  community  college  during  the  previous  two  years  must  be  approved.  This 
includes  occupational  and  academic  programs. 

Accreditation:  The  policy  specifies  accreditation  by  the  Northwest  Association 
of  Secondary  and  Higher  Schools.  All  three  are  accredited  by  this  group. 
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Item  4-006-R0474,  Degree  and  Certificate  Offerings 

Degrees  which  may  be  authorized:  associate  in  arts,  associate  in  applied  science. 
Certificates  of  completion:  these  are  authorized  in  specific  occupational  and 
vocational  programs. 

Degrees  prohibited:  The  community  colleges  are  prohibited  by  law  from  offering 

baccalaureate  degrees. 
Item  4-004-R0474,  Division  of  Governance  Responsibilities 

Degrees:  Regents  will  authorize  degrees  and  certificates;  trustees  will  grant 

such  degrees  to  graduates. 

Curriculum:  Regents  will  approve  all  academic  and  occupational  programs; 

trustees  will  approve  ad  hoc  occupational  programs  and  adult  and  continuing 

education  programs.   (Policies  are  not  clear  on  this  point). 

Accreditation:  Regents  will  direct  community  colleges  to  seek  accreditation; 

trustees  will  supervise  "achievement  and  maintenance  of  accreditation  standards". 

Budget:  Regents  will  develop  uniform  policies,  review  annual  general  fund 

budgets  adopted  by  the  trustees  and  approve  and  recommend  biennial  and 

supplemental  budgets  for  funding;  trustees  will  adopt  an  annual  general  fund 

budget,  recommend  biennial  budgets  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  accept  gifts,  accept 

funds  for  operation,  submit  an  additional  levy  to  the  voters  if  legislative 

appropriations  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  general  fund  budget. 

Staffing:  The  Regents  will  set  minimum  qualification  for  faculty  and  staff;  the 

trustees  will  make  appointments,  set  duties  and  fix  salaries. 

Minimum  entrance  requirements:  Regents  will  set  minimum  entrance  requirements; 

trustees  will  establish  specific  requirements  for  particular  programs. 

Tuition  and  fees:  Regents  will  approve  all  tuition  and  fees;  trustees  will 

recommend  changes  in  fees  and  will  approve  all  waivers. 

Student  accounting:  Regents  will  establish  uniform  policy;  trustees  will  supervise 

maintenance  of  approved  records. 

Property:  Regents  will  approve  all  property  transactions  which  involve  expenditure 
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of  state  funds;  trustees  will  have  authority  to  conduct  all  transactions  not 

involving  state  funds. 

Construction:  Regents  will  authorize  all  construction  or  acquisition  which 

involves  state  funds;  trustees  will  have  the  authority  to  conduct  all  such 

activities  which  do  not  involve  state  funds. 
Item  4-008-R0474,  Presidents,  Faculty  and  Personnel 

Qualfications  for  academic  faculty:  minimum  requirement  of  a  master's  degree 

in  the  teaching  field  or  in  a  closely  related  discipline  approved  by  the 

community  college  coordinator. 

Qualifications  for  occupational  faculty:  minimum  requirement  of  three  year's 

experience  in  the  occupation. 

Qualifications  for  adult  and  continuing  education  faculty:  to  be  determined  by 

the  presidents. 

Exemptions:  Faculty  already  employed  at  the  time  of  approval  of  the  policy  are 

exempt  from  the  minimum  qualifications. 

Temporary  appointments:  Approval  of  the  community  college  coordinator  must  be 

obtained  for  appointment  of  faculty  who  do  not  meet  the  minimum  qualifications. 
Item  4-010-R0474,  Property  and  Construction 

Approval  of  Regents:  Any  expenditure  of  funds  directly  appropriated  by  the 

legislature  which  are  to  be  used  to  purchase,  lease,  alter,  repair,  etc., 

must  be  approved  prior  to  the  transaction  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 
Item  4-009-R0474,  Students  and  Student  Fees 

Admissions:  All  persons  shall  be  admitted  who  are  high  school  graduates  or 

who  are  eighteen.  Others  may  be  admitted  upon  recommendation  of  a  high  school 

principal . 

Schedule  of  tuition  and  fees:  A  consolidated  schedule  of  tuition  and  fees  will 

be  submitted  as  part  of  the  annual  general  fund  presentation  to  the  Board. 

Student  accounting:  The  community  college  coordinator  will  provide  forms  for  the 

submission  of  such  data. 
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Biennial  and  supplemental  budgets:  The  Commissioner  of  Higher  Education  will 
provide  forms  for  submission  of  these  budget  requests  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 
Annual  general  fund  budget:  The  Commissioner  of  Higher  Education  will  provide 
forms  for  submission  of  these  budget  requests  annually. 
Item  4-011-RQ474,  Organization  of  Community  College  Districts 

Requirements  are  outlined  in  detail  in  the  statutes  of  Montana. 

IV.  Curriculum 

Although  the  law  calls  for  the  Regents  to  "approve  all  curricular  offerings  of 
community  colleges"  and  Regents'  policy  directs  that  approval  be  given  for  all  new 
course  offerings  leading  to  a  degree  or  certificate,  the  Regents  have  to  date 
received  only  two  curricular  proposals.  Both  of  these  were  submitted  by  Flathead 
Valley  Community  College.  The  first,  an  associate  degree  in  Agricultural  Sciences, 
was  approved  by  the  Board  in  December,  1975.  The  second,  an  associate  degree  in 
Criminal  Justice,  arrived  recently  and  has  not  yet  been  placed  on  the  agenda  for 
consideration  by  the  Curriculum  Committee. 

The  same  type  of  information  has  been  requested  concerning  these  proposals 
as  is  required  for  proposals  from  the  four-year  institutions.  The  second  proposal 
submitted  by  FVCC  followed  the  guidelines  for  submission  of  curriculum  items,  which 
are  outlined  in  Regents'  policy  2-001-R0973,  much  more  closely  than  did  the  previous 

proposal . 

Community  colleges  are  growing,  but  most  of  this  growth  is  in  the  areas  of 
vocational-technical  and  public  service  enrollments.  Only  158  students  transferred 
to  four-year  colleges  in  1975. 

A  policy  statement  on  transferability  was  recently  prepared  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Higher  Education  (see  Appendix  II).  This  is  a  liberal  statement  which  permits 
posting  of  all  credits  on  transcripts,  application  of  college  level  courses  as  free 
electives  and,  depending  on  the  major  requirements,  permits  applying  college  level 
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courses  toward  the  major.  It  also  sets  mechanisms  for  resolution  of  disputes. 

The  words  "college  level"  are  important  in  this  policy  statement  since  that 
determination  permits  avoidance  of  routine  acceptance  of  credits  from  the  vocational  - 
technical  centers,  something  Northern  Montana  College  and  the  community  colleges 
have  to  worry  about  now.  There  is  no  specific  policy  on  this  question  at  the  present 
time.  The  issue  was  discussed  at  a  recent  Board  meeting  and  there  seemed  to  be 
general  agreement  that  acceptance  of  these  credits  should  be  based  on  a  demonstration 
of  competency. 

V.   Financing 

Prior  to  1971,  the  three  community  colleges  were  financed  through  the  state's 
school  foundation  program.  The  foundation  program  is  the  primary  vehicle  through  which 
the  state  finances,  and  provides  equalization  for,  primary  and  secondary  education. 
The  community  colleges  were  apportioned  money  from  the  foundation  program  based  on 
the  "annual  number  belonging"  (ANB)  method.  The  ANB  formula  is  only  applied  to 
students  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Since  a  significant  portion  of  the  community 
college  population  was  over  the  age  of  twenty-one,  the  ANB  method  did  not  provide 
adequate  financing. 

The  legislature  amended  state  laws  in  1971  to  remove  the  community  colleges 
from  the  foundation  program  and  assigned  legal  authority  for  portions  of  community 
college  governance  to  the  Board  of  Regents.  Although  the  legislature  only  provided 
the  equivalent  ANB  support  per  student  for  community  colleges  as  it  had  provided 
through  the  foundation  program  in  1971,  the  formula  amount  was  provided  to  all 
students  regardless  of  age.  Thus,  that  portion  of  community  college  budgets  financed 
by  the  state  general  fund  increased  markedly  after  1971. 

The  statutory  changes  of  the  1971  legislative  session  were  first  put  into 
practice  in  preparing  for  the  1973  legislature.  Basic  budget  formats  and  definitions 
were  provided  by  the  Office  of  the  Executive  Secretary  and  submitted  by  the  boards  of 
trustees  to  the  community  college  sub-committee  of  the  Regents. 


The  Regent  sub-committee  and  the  staff  of  the  Executive  Secretary's  office 
attempted  to  devise  an  equitable  method  of  financing  community  colleges.  There  were 
no  legislative  guidelines  as  to  what  the  proper  balance  between  state  and  local 
financing  should  be.  The  Regents  were  given  the  power  to  recommend  a  level  of  financing 
without  having  any  express  authority  over  salary  determinations,  student  tuitions, 
local  tax  levys  or  academic  programs.  The  Regents  finally  decided  on  recommending  an 
incremental  increase  to  the  general  fund  portion  of  the  community  college  budgets 
in  1973. 

A  similar  approach  was  used  in  arriving  at  the  recommended  budget  request  for 
the  1975  legislative  session,  although  the  Regents  also  agreed  to  support  two  legis- 
lative measures  recommended  by  the  Blue  Ribbon  Commission  study.  One  measure 
(SB  624)  provided  for  a  state-to-local  financing  ratio  of  65/35  for  community 
colleges,  (see  Appendix  III).  The  legislation  gave  the  Regents  the  authority  to 
define  the  type  of  moneys  which  comprise  the  65%  and  the  35%  consistent  with  the 
language  of  the  bill . 

The  two  primary  sources  comprising  the  local  share  are: 

1.  Student  fees  and  tuition 

2.  Local  property  tax 

The  state's  share  of  financing  will  primarily  consist  of  general  fund  sources, 
although  the  Regents  have  the  authority  to  rebate  up  to  3  mills  of  the  6  mill  levy. 
Federal  funds  and  separately  funded  projects  or  programs  are  considered  neutral 
moneys  and  do  not  become  part  of  the  state  or  local  funding  ratio. 

A  key  aspect  of  SB  624  is  that  the  portion  of  the  local  financing  provided  by 
the  property  tax  is  mandatory  -  i.e.  the  local  voters  do  not  have  to  approve  the 
tax.  Thus,  the  power  of  the  Regents  to  approve  the  budget  is  also  power  to  tax  the 
local  community. 

The  local  trustees  will  have  to  carefully  assess  the  budgetary  needs  of  community 
colleges  prior  to  submitting  a  budget  to  the  Regents.  While  the  65%  state  financing 
looks  good,  the  35%  mandatory  local  share  provides  a  balance  point. 
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House  Bill  513  passed  in  1975  provides  the  Regents  with  the  power  to  rebate  up 
to  3  mills  of  the  statewide  tax  levy.  The  theory  behind  the  statute  was  based  on  the 
fact  that  the  community  colleges  provide  a  state  service  in  addition  to  community 
services.  Since  the  communities  must  utilize  property  tax  very  heavily,  the  3 
mill  rebate  acknowledges  the  state  role  and  relieves  some  of  the  local  pressure  and 
resistence  to  paying  property  taxes  for  two  educational  structures.

^  The  Board  of  Regents  of  Higher  Education  hereby  establishes 

the  following  curriculum  definitions  for  Montana  Community  Colleges: 

The  academic  curricula  of  the  community  colleges  shall  con- 
sist of  all  courses  normally  offered  in  the  lower  division  curricula  of 
baccalaureate  granting  institutions.  A  student  who  transfers  to  a  4-year 
institution  and  believes  that  he  has  completed  in  a  community  college,  work 
which  is  the  equivalent  of  upper  division  work  at  the  4-year  institution  shall 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  demonstrate  this  fact  through  a  challenge  exam- 
ination or  other  means.  The  coordinator  of  community  colleges  shall  be 
notified  of  all  proposed  new  offerings. 

The  regular  occupational  programs  are  those  vocational- 
technical  programs  which  appear  in  the  community  college  catalogs. 

Adult  and  continuing  education  programs  are  those  courses 
or  sequential  courses  funded  by  the  one  mill  levy  authorized  under  Section 
75-8129  R.C.M.  1947  and/or  by  student  fees  for  the  specific  courses,  short 
courses  or  workshops. 

The  curriculum  proposals  which  require  specific  Board  of 
Regents'  approval  shall  be  submitted  in  accordance  with  board  policy 
Item  2-00I-R0973.   In  addition  to  the  guidelines  for  curriculum  proposals 
under  this  policy,  occupational  curriculum  proposals  will  include  information 
*         on  the  related  job  opportunities,  as  well  as  data  on  similar  programs  offered 
(         within  the  state  in  any  postsecondary  institution.  The  Board  of  Regents  shal  i 
consider  all  other  occupational  curricula  offered  by  any  postsecondary  insti- 
tution in  the  state  in  determining  necessary  or  unnecessary  duplication. 

The  Board  of  Regents  authorizes  the  local  boards  of  trustees 
to  approve  adult  and  continuing  education  course  offerings. 

Accreditation  of  Montana  community  colleges  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Northwest  Association  of  Secondary  and  Higher  Schools  and  other 
specific  accrediting  associations  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents.

MONTANA  UNIVERSITY  SYSTEM  TRANSFER  OF  CRFDIT  POLICY 

The  following  is  promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Higher 
Education  as  official  University  System  policy  on  the  transfer  of  credits 
between  units: 

I.  All  courses  from  regionally  accredited  institutions  of  higher 
education  which  are  recorded  on  the  official  transcri pt(s)  of  a  student  will 
be  received  and  posted  by  all  units  of  the  Montana  University  System,  in- 
cluding the  community  colleges,  upon  the  transfer  of  the  student. 

II.  All  college  level  courses  from  regionally  accredited  institutions 
of  higher  education  will  be  received  and  applied  by  all  units  of  the  Montana 
University  System,  including  the  community  colleges,  towards  the  free  elective 
requirements  of  the  Associate  and  Baccalaureate  degrees,  except  that  the 
receiving  institution  may  limit  the  total  number  of  credits  to  be  accepted 
in  a  given  area.  Such  limitations  shall  apply  to  all  students. 

Ml.   In  relation  to  the  major,  minor  and  general  education  and  distribution 
requirements  of  the  Associate  and  Baccalaureate  degrees,  all  units  of  the 
Montana  University  System,  including  the  community  colleges,  are  authorized 
to  determine  the  applicability  of  credits  earned  at  regionally  accredited  ^ 

institutions  of  higher  education. 

IV.   The  Council  of  Academic  Vice  Presidents  shall  recommend  to  the 
Commissioner  procedures  to  resolve  transferability  problems.   In  formulating 
the  recommendations  it  is  understood  that  each  Academic  Vice  President  is 
representing  his  institution's  policy  as  approved  by  the  President.  ^

Since  the  terminology  "management  and  control"  to  those 
institutions  assigned  by  law  is  explicitly  omitted  from  the  constitutional 
language,  this  function  is  vested  in  the  local  boards  of  trustees  of  the 
community  college  districts  except  where  otherwise  specified  by  Montana 
statutes.
